Hit the Hucksters 


The navy department has ordered 


huckstering stopped at the Charles- 
town yard. The order does not apply

Better Pay for Postal Workers 


Sufynission of all proposals affecting increases in pay of 


postal service workers .to some general body-appointed to sur- 
vey the situation has been recommended by Postmaster Gen- 
eral New to the chairman of the postoffice committee of the 
house. 


The postmaster general points out that there are more than 


fifty postal bills now pending in congress, and that readjust- 
ment of the whole postal service along the lines provided in 
the bills would cost at least $150,000,000. There are, too, a 
number of bills proposing reduction in postage rates. On the 
other hand there are certain classes of employes not mentioned 
for wage increases. 


It is the consensus of opinion'that.postal service workers 


are underpaid and it is also the general opinion that their wage 
should be increased. But such a flood of legislation as now lies 
before congress, rather than remedying the situation, would 
create a costly procedure whose benefits are problematical. Let 
there be such a survey as the postmaster general suggests and 
then a comprehensive plan presented for making the postal 
service employment more lucrative to attract the bst, with still 
an eye to the interests of prudent; economy. 


Perfume Opiates 


The London narcotic squad is aroused over a report of an 


obnoxious perfume, an opiate, whose vapors lure the insidious 
drug habit. 


On top of allegations that drug addicts are on the increase, 


the reportjs one well calculated to alarm; any police organiza- 
tion. Thelnnocent victim walks up tcrawell dressed woman, 
with the perfume, asks her where it was purchased, is told and 
within a short space of time has been clasped into the ten- 
tacles of the opiate, 


No sentence is to severe for this character of criminal. They 


should be apprehended and the punishment'visited upon them 
swift and unmerciful. It is one thing to' be a drug addict, it is 
another to drag down the innocent into the coils.

Yet it is evident that as 
a nation we also are large vegetable eaters, milk drinkers and 
butter users. If our consumption of meat is too great for our 
individual physical good, consumption of other products to a 
large measure'offset this . 


Brazil's Plight 


Brazil, which does not enjoy a very favorable financial 


rating has decided upon a -unique course to pursue in acquaint- 
ing foreign nations of her resources. She will invite a British 
committee of experts to examine her industrial, agricultural 
and mining possibilities and from this committee she will seek 
for publicity purposes, an unbiased report. 


It is unlikely, however, that the investigation will disclose 


anything not already known. If Brazil cannot make her bal- 
lance sheet her biggest recommendation-for foreign ^invest- 
ment then indeed, she is in a sorry way. Reports as a rule, do- 
not do much good.;
